LETTER  FROM  ALLEN  BARON 

Dear  Editor: 

Received  yesterday  one  swell  February 
issue  of  the  temple  news.  I  guess  it  seems 
kind  of  odd  getting  it  so  late — but  I’ve 
been  moving  around  from  one  place  to  the 
other  quite  a  bit  in  the  past  few  months. 
I’m  even  still  awaiting  my  Christmas  pres¬ 
ents.  Nice  to  read  all  about  the  old  gang 
again  and  I  think  that  address  column  is  a 
grand  idea!  I’ve  been  trying  to  contact 
Lou  Phillips  for  several  months  and  I’ve 
finally  got  his  present  APO  through  your 
Bulletin. 

Oh,  by  the  way,  in  your  "Bits  of  Noth¬ 
ing”  article  you  said  I  was  evacuated  to 
England  when  I  was  hit.  Well,  there  is  a 
slight  error,  as  I’ve  never  been  in  England! 
I  was  treated  here  in  France.  It’s  funny 
though  being  overseas  I’ve  never  touched 
the  shores  of  "John  Bull,”  so  to  speak. 
Most  of  the  G.I.’s  overseas  have  visited  it. 
I’ve  been  in  North  Africa,  Italy  and 
France.  I  sure  would  like  to  get  back  to  a 
country  where  English  is  spoken  all  the 
time,  naturally  the  good  old  U.  S.  A. 

Here  is  a  little  "info”  pertaining  to  my 
present  address.  Went  back  into  combat 
again,  my  wound  bothered  me  and  came 
down  with  a  moderate  case  of  trench 
foot.  Was  evacuated  from  the  line  again 
and  due  to  the  wound,  trenchfoot  and 
something  else,  I  went  before  the  medical 
board  at  the  hospital  and  was  reclassified 
to  limited  assignment  in  the  Air  Corps. 
I  haven’t  completely  gotten  over  the  pleas¬ 
ant  shock  and  surprise  of  being  in  it!  It’s 
a  nice  life  compared  to  what  we  lived  in 
the  infantry.  I’m  starting  to  get  spoiled 
because  of  it.  Oh,  well,  "e’est  la  guerre!” 
But  truthfully  speaking  I  only  hope  there 
are  as  many  fortunate  guys  as  I,  to  be  so 
placed  in  the  Air  Corps.  Would  appreci¬ 
ate  if  you’d  put  my  new  address  in  your 
column  so  that  I  might  get  a  letter  or 
two  from  some  old  friends  of  mine. 

Met  Stan  Shapiro  here  in  France  sev¬ 
eral  months  ago.  He  is  now  in  Germany 
doing  a  grand  job.  Stan  is  right  up  in 
there  with  the  famous  12th  Armored  Di¬ 
vision.  I’m  quite  familiar  with  Stan’s 
outfit  after  fighting  alongside  with  them 
for  awhile.  In  case  you  didn’t  know  I 
was  with  the  36th  Inf.  Division,  from 
Italy  to  France!  One  of  our  greatest  war-

We  bravely  crossed  the  Rhine 
and  I’d  become  resigned  to  a  Seder-less, 
Service-less  and  Chaplain-less  holiday. 
But  a  package  from  home  and  an  unex¬ 
pected  proximity  to  an  old  buddy  in  an¬ 
other  outfit  made  up  for  it. 

The  package  was  a  quart  of  Port  and 
with  that,  some  pecans  and  marmalade 
from  Florida,  and  some  Matzoths  I’d 
managed  to  save.  We  did  have  a  rather 
short  improvised  celebration,  but  it  was 
historic  in  a  way  and  we  were  blessed 
enough  to  be  alive  and  in  good  health. 
We  really  thanked  God  for  that  and 
looked  forward  to  next  year  at  home  with 
a  little  more  confidence  than  before. 

My  regards  to  Rabbi  Steinberg  and  all 
the  others.

I  can 
say  without  a  doubt  that  every  Jewish 
Chaplain  I’ve  met,  and  I’ve  had  the  pleas¬ 
ure  of  meeting  several,  Rabbi  Steinberg  is 
known  to  them.  I  have  always  been  proud 
to  say  that  I’ve  been  Bar  Mitzvahed  by 
him  and  a  member  of  his  ever-crowded 
and  swell  congregation.  Flere  are  some 
of  the  Chaplains  that  I  met  and  prayed 
with  that  knew  him.  My  favorite  Arm  - 
Chaplain,  Harold  Saperstein,  (Italy  and 
France)  ;  Chaplain  Kurtzek  (the  famed 
Anzio  Rabbi)  ;  Chaplains  Nadich  and 
Hyman  (in  Paris)  ;  Chaplain  Koenig 
(North  Africa),  and  numerous  others. 
Rabbi  Steinberg  did  much  for  me  and  I 
hold  the  deepest  respect  and  admiration 
for  him.

These  men  did  so 
much  for  their  country.

Stan  Shapiro  was  wounded  during  the 
fighting  in  Germany  and  was  sent  to  a 
hospital  in  France — from  whence  the 
following: 

I  had  a  belated  Passover  celebration 
here  at  the  hospital.  I  got  a  can  of 
gefiite  fish  and  some  matzos  from  another 
patient.  He  had  it  sent  from  home.  I  ate 
the  matzo  and  fish  and  pretended  it  was 
passover.  It  didn’t  taste  much  like  the 
fish  I  used  to  get  at  home  but  it  was 
something  anyway.  Actually  when  Pass- 
over  was  here  I  didn’t  know  it.  We  were 
on  the  line  and  the  Germans  don’t  stop 
fighting  for  a  Jewish  holiday.  But  I  can 
say  that  I  didn’t  eat  any  bread,  just  K  and 
C  rations 


And  from  former  Coterie  Member 
Waiter  Sneinman  (before  V-E  Day).  He 
begins  by  offering  "his  bouquet  of  par¬ 
dons  for  not  having  written  sooner 
but  ...”  "We’ve  been  busy  cutting  up 
the  Fatherland.  Being  an  instrument  of 
this  belated  Gotterdamerung  is  really  ex¬ 
citing.  .  .  .  We’re  taking  every  chance 
we  get  to  persuade  the  few  stubborn 
towns  to  see  the  Democratic  light.  Have 
met  slave  labor  of  all  nationalities  from 
French  to  Siberian  and  it  gives  one  the 
strangest  Lincolnian  feeling,  to  tell  them 
they’re  free.  Some,  mostly  Poles,  stay  on 
and  work  from  force  of  habit  or  secur¬ 
ity —  (?).  Others,  French  and  Belgians 
clog  the  roads  west.  It’s  something  to  see 
and  fine  to  be  in. 


And  from  Jay  Norek  in  the  Pacific: 

We  came  through  the  Okinawa  inva¬ 
sion  with  two  more  Jap  planes  to  our 
credit.  The  landing  was  without  casualties 
but  they  concentrated  on  knocking  out 
the  Navy.  Shooting  them  down  was  like 
taking  candy  from  a  baby. 

There  are  still  submarines  and  mines  to 
worry  about  but  we’re  leaving  the  area 
and  our  chances  of  getting  hit  are  slimmer 
each  knot  we  travel  on.  Still  make  no 
mistake,  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  this 
fracas  is  over.  The  Japs  won’t  surrender. 
The  civilians  are  fed  propaganda  that 
we'll  torture  them  so  they  fight  to  the  end 
and  then  blow  themselves  up.  We’ve  got 
a  long  hard  foot  slugging  job  ahead. 
There’s  an  awful  lot  of  water  out  here 
and  subsequently  it  takes  time  to  shfft 
men  and  equipment  about.  But  there’il 
be  no  stopping  until  we  burn  Tokyo.

Dear  Folks: 

I  am  sitting  in  a  Munich  apartment 
house  consisting  of  four  rooms  for  five 
ex  P.O.W.’s  and  myself,  sipping  cocoa, 
eating  jam  and  crackers  and  listening  to 
Tchaikowsky’s  Piano  Concerto  —  with  a 
can  of  spaghetti  and  meat  balls  on  the 
fire!  I  was  liberated  April  30th  where 
1,000  Americans  were  living  in  box  cars 
on  the  Munich  Railroad!  The  U.  S.  Army 
set  us  up  here  for  a  few  days — then  we 
fly  to  Le  Havre  and  then  by  boat  to  the 
States — conservatively  I  should  be  home 
by  June!!  I  was  captured  November  30th 
and  have  been  in  a  Camp  at  Moosburg 
fifty  miles  Northeast  of  Munich.  I  have 
been  and  still  am  in  wonderful  health.  I 
pray,  dear  folks,  that  you  have  not  suf¬ 
fered  too  much  on  my  account  and  that 
you  are  both  well.  I  am  anxious  to  hear 
if  both  Allen  and  Mickey  are  well.  Please 
inform  them  of  my  liberation.  You  can¬ 
not  write  me  here  but  I’ll  try  to  write  as 
frequently  as  possible.

And  here  is  a  letter  from  Martin’s 
brother,  Allen,  to  his  parents: 

France. 

Dear  Folks 

I  had  a  very  pleasant  experience  this 
evening.  I  was  invited  to  dinner  at  the 
home  of  one  of  the  French  families  here 
in  town.  I  was  the  only  American  soldier 
present  and  one  could  tell  at  a  glance 
that  the  members  of  the  household  were 
putting  on  a  big  front  for  their  American 
guest.  The  family  was  in  modest  means; 
nevertheless  the  meal  was  excellent  and 
the  spirits  high. 

I  went  to  town  two  days  ago  and  was 
pleasantly  surprised  to  find  an  American 
Red  Cross  Club  had  been  opened  there. 
It’s  nice  to  have  a  touch  of  the  United 
States  in  a  French  City. 

I’m  fine  and  hope  everyone  else  is  too.

ZIONIST  RALLY  AT 
LEWISOHN  STADIUM 

Sixty  thousand  people  attended  the 
Mass  Meeting  at  Lewisohn  Stadium  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  April  29th.  Sixty 
thousand  people  who  know  the  world 
cannot  be  allowed  to  forget  the  presence 
of  the  Jewish  problem.  Sixty  thousand 
people  who  demand  that  Palestine  be 
opened  to  all  Jews  who  wish  to  enter. 

The  Jewish  people  of  New  York- 
tired  of  waiting  for  help,  skeptical  of 
promises  thus  far  unfulfilled,  crammed 
the  Stadium  and  overflowed  into  the  sur¬ 
rounding  streets  to  give  the  weight  of 
their  numbers  to  the  demands  of  the 
speakers  of  the  day.  Hadassah  was  there, 
Yeshiva  College,  and  the  Jewish  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  were  represented;  also 
Young  Israel,  Habonim,  Hechalutz,  B’nai 
B’rith,  and  many  other  organizations.  The 
Youth  groups  carried  signs  bearing  slo¬ 
gans — -"We  demand  a  hearing  in  San 
Francisco" — "No  return  to  the  Ghetto” — 
"Hitler’s  first  victims  demand  a  home” — 
"Open  the  Door.” 

Dr.  Stephen  S.  Wise,  chairman  of  the 
proceedings,  praised  Franklin  Delano 
Roosevelt,  mourned  his  death,  and  ex¬ 
pressed  his  faith  that  Truman,  in  his  ad¬ 
ministration,  will  follow  with  liberal  and 
just  policies  for  the  Jews. 

Mayor  La  Guardia  stressed  the  fact  that 
the  time  has  come  for  our  government  to 
fulfill  the  promises  it  has  made  over  a 
period  of  years  to  the  Jewish  people.  The 
gathered  throngs  vigorously  agreed  with 
his  contention  that  the  days  of  meekness 
are  over  and  that  the  Jews  must  speak  and 
act  with  the  greatest  possible  strength. 

Senator  Wagner,  speaking  to  England 
as  a  friend,  asserted  that  she  has  made  use 
of  all  the  advantages  inherent  with  her 
position  concerning  Palestine,  but  has 
done  nothing  to  fulfill  her  pledges  to  our 
people.  He  clearly  and  bluntly  stated  that 
England  is  directly  responsible  for  the 
present  closed  door  policy. 

Rabbi  Hillel  Silver  was  tendered  a 
thrilling  reception  by  the  people  as  they 
stood  and  sang  Hatikvah  upon  his  arrival. 
In  his  usual  fine  manner  of  delivery,  he 
reiterated  the  Jewish  need  of  Palestine. 

Mass  meeting,  demonstrations  of  all 
kinds  must  contine.  Their  main  import¬ 
ance  is  that  no  one  can  be  allowed  to 
forget  the  Jewish  problem.  The  great  and 
tragic  issues  must  be  brought  constantly 
into  clear  focus  and  proper  perspective.
